FE for hatching should be carefully 


selected, and should be set as soon as 
ssible after they are laid. They 
should be not less than 2os. each in weight, 
and be well shaped with good, strong shells. 
When purchasing eggs for hatching an 
assurance should be obtained that they are 
from stock which passed the blood test for 
bacillary white diarrh@a, as this disease, 
when present in the breeding flock, may re- 
sult in a heavy death-rate among the 
chickens produced. 

Hatching of general-purpose breeds should 
proceed without delay if eggs are to become 
available from September onwards. 

Only strong, fully-matured stock birds 
_ [oni be bred from, and they should be kept 
in hard, natural condition. 

During cold, wet weather the breeding 
stock should be protected from the wind and 
rain. Roughly constructed wind breaks are 
adequate, and aid in obtaining reasonably 

tod fertility.. The addition of cod. liver 
oil to the mash, at the rate of one wine- 
glassful to the stone, is also useful to the 
breeding stock during cold weather. 

Incubators should be disinfected before use 
and the thermometers and capsules tested to 
erfect working order. 
Reliable capsules and thermometers are 
essential for successful hatching. The cap- 
sule may be tested by holding it in water 
just hot enough to bear; if the sides expand 
it is efficient. It may also be tested by 
running the incubator for some hours and 


| noting if the damper on top of lamp chimney 


moves as the temperature rises. The ther- 
mometer should be tested against a standard 
thermometer. The position of the thermo- 
meter in the incubator will affect the tem- 
perature registered by it. The correct 
position for the thermometer is a couple of 
inches above the eggs. 

It is also important to ensure that the 
room or building in which the incubator 3 
to be placed is suitable. The incubator 
room should be such as will permit of a 
steady temperature to be maintained; even 
shght variations in room temperature cause 
adwerse effects on hatchability. A valuable 
aid in maintaining a steady temperature im 
outside wooden buildings is to line the sides 
arm roof inside with sheeting, leaving a space 
of two or three inches between the walls and 
the sheeting. Ventilation, without draughts, 
shonld also be provided for, both above and 
belgww the incubator.

suggest not only an immediate, but an 
witrmate and imevitable, ‘‘No’’ as 
the one fitting reply. Indeed, it might be 
pertinently added that nowhere can the 
fatmer of to-day extricate himself from the 
machinery, national and international, within 
which - his industry has become interlocked. 
Tariffs, quotas, bounties, embargoes, whether 
in restriction of other countries, in the :n- 
terests of their own producers, or as counter- 
acting encouragements held out. by his own, 
sometimes in the interests of farming, but at 
others in the interests of non-farming pro- 
duction (and indirectly detrimental to. agri- 
culture as in the United States)—these 
factors so determine or discourage his pro- 
duction and so govern his market that m no 
civilised country, it may be said, is he any 
longer a free agent. Nor is this all. Where 
the State leaves him free, so far, to do as he 
will, he is in the grip of financial conditions 
which even the experts are not agreed about, 
yet which threaten the world’s only indis- 
pensible industry with ruin. 

A few days ago The Times published a 
statement by « correspondent that ‘‘the in- 
dustry of egg-production is threatened with 
extinction anions means can be found to check 
the fall in wholesale prices. * In the same 
issue the same per's Agricultural Corres- 
pondent writes that ‘‘it is, unfortunately, all 
too clear that the dairy industry is faced with 
a very difficult period. and that those 
who have not secured definite contracts will 
have to accept deporably unremunerative 
prices.’’ Yet a third article in the same issue 
refers to the value of apr ems SA milk as 
““ being forced down to an impossible level.” 
Within a day or two we also read in a Cana- 
dian contemporary that “farming is being 
destroyed. . . The industry which sup- 
mi 46.29 per cent. of the population is 
eing wiped out.’ 


His Apparent Impotence. 


These statements, however sensational, are 
not being recklessly made, and they compel 
us to examine anew the Irish situation, in 
respect of which it is now possible to make 
some fairly exact comparisons between 1932 
and the preceding years. It will be found, 
by examtning the official figures published 
last week that the nett exportation of cattle 
for 1952 ([(!.e., sapere minus imports) shows 
a drop of nig Py r cent. as compared with 
1931, from 9,541 to £8,679,845. In 
sheep the ai is ‘nearly 50 per cent., from 
£1,174,616 to £651,584, or over half a million 
sterling ; and in pigs ‘the alarming figure of 
over 50 per cent. is reached, from £2;185,898 
to £982,839. In poultry and eggs there is an 
ETC egually alarming drop, from £2,910,554 

to £1,625,432, about 45 per .cent., taking both 
live and dead agen” into the calculation and 
subtracting the small imports in eggs. 

Turning to dairy produce, the,fall is nearly 
one-sixth, from £2,285.336 to £1,911,626, or 
about 3s. 4d. in each £ A farmer who 
raised dairy produce and eggs for export 
would have found that (on the 1926 basis of 
£88 per worker) his remuneration when 
governed by export sales would have sunk, by 
about £28 to £60, even on the assumption that 
State bounties compensated him for the pay- 
ment of British tariffs—unless, indeed, he 
persuaded Irish purchasers to make good 
these losses, both in quantity of produce pur- 
chased and in values, a situation which has 
not come about. Restricted in prices by the 
world slump and in the free disposal of his 
produce in the only overseas market by the 
disasters of the economic war, he has lost, 
or is in process of losing, that fraction of his 
income which raises him above absolute 
penury. If he is farming in a large way, 
bankruptcy is only round the corner. “How,” 
it can & asked, ‘‘is it possible for him ‘to 
help himself?’ ”’ 


The Power of Combination. 


If the answer to the question ignores the 
time element in farming it is perfectly clear 
that the farmer working alone has to quote 
the collect; ‘‘no power of himself to help 
himself.” The economic war seems to have 
taken on a new lease of life With the eléctions, 
and, even if it were to cease immediately our 
agr iculture would not find itself back at the 
point from: which the challenge to Britain 
began. Economic prophets think we have 
touched the bottom of the world slump, and 
will soon begin to climb up towards pros- 
perity again, but how painfully and slowly, 
and over Low many years? What then is to 
be done? Are farmers to leave everything to 
the State, casting on it a responsibility it 
has assumed either directly or indirectly 
wherever a tariff policy is pursued? Laissez

faire, the doctrine of leaving things alone, 
has been abandoned by Government after 
Government. Are farmers to cling on to it! 
If the farmer, alone, is practically impotent 
to get his business ont of the ruts 
cut by economic depression, are farmers in 
combination equally impotent? We hold that 
they are not. vidence of this is forth- 
coming—not to travel outside these islands— 
in En gland, Scotland, Wales, Northern 
lreland and, not least, the Irish Free State, 
For each of the three countries in the neigh- 


 bouring island, we may refer readers to the 


iHuminatin Surveys made by the Horace 
Plunkett Foundation. 

The largest, though not in all respects the 
most alert or the best directed, had in 1929 
(the year of the Survey) a business turnover 
for its 230 active societies, embracing a 
membership of 67,526, of not far from ten 
millions sterling. Scotland, surveyed last 
year, had 168 societies in 1931, with a mem- 
bership of 17,718 and a turnover of over three- 
and-a-half millions sterling, or, with the federal 
sale accomplished thro the Scottish Milk 
Agency added, nearly four millions. The 
Welsh Agricultural Organisation Society, 
like the Scottish, carries on a live pro 
ganda, and the affiliated and other societies 
are responsible for about 25,000 farmers doing 
a business of nearly a million and a quarter. 
The figures for the six counties of Northern 
Ireland are only approximately known, but 
they do not fall far short of the Welsh figure 
for the same year—working, be it 
remembered, within a very restricted area. 

As to the Irish Free State, the 1.4.0.8., 
whose general meeting was held a few days 
ago, ‘and which was the parent of some and 
the foster-parent of other similar “ee 
tions, has published its annual report íor the 
year ending óálst March last, which shows a 
movement of about 100,000 members with a 
business of over six and a half millions 
sterling. It would be easy to cavil at the 
limited extent to which the farmers of the 
two islands have grasped the possibilities of 
business combination. It is truejthat fourteen 
millions for the larger island, with its 
population of 45,000,000, is scarcely adequate, 
and that even the much larger proportion of 
about eight millions sterlin ng in this island, 
though with less than a tithe of the British 
population, leaves much to be desired. It 
does. That is the point we chiefly desire to 
stress. 


Has Danish Co-operation Failed? 


The issue which modern economic con- 
ditiéns makes plain to farmers is that they 
have only three posible alternatives to-day, or 
some compromise between these alternatives : 
to go under altogether, to leave the State to 
arrange their business for them above their 
heads and behind their backs, or to exhaust 
the possibilities of combination. It is not 
only through the productive and distributive 
societies that they must co-operate, and 
under the guiding egis of an organisation, 
society where they have one. They must also 
co- operate through all existing educational 
agencies to learn their shortcomings, as well 
as federate their businesses to capture, hold 
and influence the price position in the 
markets. They must co-operate with the 
State where it is helpful, and guide and in- 
fluence it where it is not. They need not to 
multiply organisations for these purposes. 
There are enough of these, and new syntheses 
of those existing seem desirable rather 
than entirely new bodies. Above all else 
they should prove to the State through 
their business activities what is less 
effectively aréir by political action: that 
they are determined to dominate théir in- 
dustry. 

It has become common of lete to see in 
Denmark's recent difficulties a brake upon 
her great co-operative effort. This is a 
cardinal error. A recent visitor there has 
written a most informative account of a 
bicycle tour there, in a Scottish farming con- 
temporary, worthy of fuller quotation than 
is possible here. He points out that Den- 
mark has now 1,362 co-operative dairies (82 
per cent. of all her dairies), producing 95 grá 
cent, of her buiter, and exporting 90 
cent. of it to England. he legislation 
governing the industry is framed to’ meet 
its own wishes and needs ane not merely 
State-inspired; the 
mainly moral. He realises the Dane's diffi- 
cult situation to-day, but has no doubt about 
his future, because ‘of his co-operative zeal 
and ‘‘a high standard of moral integrity, a 
spirit of integrity typically Danish.’’ If we 
emulate this co-operative effort, we can help 
ourselves. If we fail to do that we shall fail 
altogether. 
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WHAT IS MILLABLE 
WHEAT?

Already she had 
two batches of chicks being reared for 
market; one lot of sixty would be ready 
towards the end of the month, and the 
second batch about three weeks later.

winter's egg baskets. After her own needs 
are supplied this enterprising spirit will, 
perhaps, take orders for a couple of batches 
of day-old chicks. By that time other 
chicks, the cockerels from the present hatch 
will be ready for market, and ao all the time, 
there will be a steady output, apart from the 
usual supplies of eggs from the general flock. 

Those who are inclined to despair should 
take heart from this example. It was only 
last year that the lady in question first took 
up the spring chicken business, and it proved 
so entirely successful that she intends to de- 
velop it. 


A Valuable Side-Line. 


It is a business in which there is un- 
doubtedly great scope for development. 
Chickens at this season are always scarce anil 
prices correspondingly high. They mean ready 
money and a sure profit for those who have 
the enterprise to produce them. No difficult, 
will be experienced in selling them direct to 
the best poulterers in Dublin or other cities, 
provided the quality is up to the required 
standard. For the novice it might be well 
to get the local poultry instructor to see the 
birds and send a note recommending them to 
a poulterer, with a request for an offer, il 
and when required.

Pitlar-Stones. 


When a friend who takes some interest 
in archeology told me that he had never 
seen any “ dallans,’’ or pillar-stones, in 
County Dublin, I was able to assure him 
that he would find some of these monu- 
ments in the “ Valley of the Thrushes,”’ 
at Glenasmole. At one time there was a 
certain amount of controversy about the 
origin of pillar-stones. Some thought they 
were landmarks. some idols, while others 
regarded them as tomb or memorial stones. 
The latter theory is now generally 
accepted. The pillar-stone on Tara Hill, 
in the centre of one of the principal earth- 
works, was thought by Petrie to be the 
Lia Fail, on which the monarchs of 
Ireland were crowned. The stone stood 
originally beside the little hillock known 
as ‘‘ The Mound of the Hostages,’’ but 
was moved to its present position in 1824 
to mark the graves of some men who were 
killed in 1798. The most remarkable of 
all these monuments, however, is the one 
which marks the grave of Dathi at Rath- 
erogan, near Carrick-on-Shannon, and 
supplies historical evidence in support of 
the tombstone theory. Duald MacFirbis 
wrote of this stone in 1666: ‘‘ The body of 
Dathi was brought to Cruachan..... 
where to this date the red pillar-stone 
remains on a stone .monument over his 
grave.” Dathi was killed by lightning in 
the beginning of the fifth century while 
leading his army in a continental raid near 
the Alps. There is a common supersti- 
tion to the effect that certain dallans wil] 
grant wishes, provided they are not asked 
for the same favour twice. However that 
may be, memorials of this type are to be 
found all over the world, dating from the 
earliest times up to the last century, 
and in shapes which vary from the 
Cloughaneely Stone to Cleopatra’s Needle 
and the Wellington Monument. 


Wild Pigeons. 


Within recent years I have noticed a 
considerable increase in the number of 
wild pigeons, woodquests, or ringdvoves, 
as many call them. My \ inlow looks 
over an expanse of fields, sparsely 
scattered with trees, and almost every day 
a flock of these birds may be seen wing- 
ing across from tree to tree. They are 
mood to eat, but difficult to shoot, as, in 
addition to their intensely wary disposi- 
tion, the thick covering of feathers on the 
wings and breast is sufficicnt to protect 
them against a charge of shot, except at 
a fairly short range. It would be a pity 
if these birds grew anyway scarce, as, 
despite their depredations among the grain 
in summer, they devour an cnormous 
amount of weed and other roxious seeds 
in the leaner periods of the year. Of late

Pavement Artists.

1 do not think that J 
have ever seen a crowd around a pave- 
ment artist in the dayti.ne. but I have 
often seen one of them entirely surrounded 
at night. There is sometling very attrac-

hind, which will also do duty for a moon 
or the cheerful red windows of a farm- 
house in the snow. I once knew a man— 
a lover of the theatre. who had never been 
to a matinée in his life. It would spoil 
the illusion, he said, to come out again 
into the daylight. Pavement artists seem 
to prefer giving their exhibitions in the 
daytime now; they may hav? some soun 
reason for doing so, but I think th-t they 
would find it much more profitable to dis- 
play their work at night. 


Hills and the ‘Flu. 


I suppose there are few families in 
Dublin who have not had at least one 
member laid up with the prevailing 
influenza epidemic. A few days ago, how- 
ever, I happened to meet a friend who 
lives near the top of a considerable hill 
in County Wicklow, and he told me that 
none of his family had contracted the 
disease, nor was it prevalent in his imme- 
diate vicinity. On the other hand, many 
people in the neighbouring valleys were 
affected. My friend believed that his 
immunity was due to the mountain air, 
which, he thought. was unfavourable to 
the influenza bacillus. There may be 
something in this theory, but it could 
also be argued, I think, that people who 
live at some height above sea-level are 
naturally healthie , and stronger 
powers of resistance, than those who dwel! 
in valleys and plains. There are many 
alleged cures for influenza, and the patent 
medicine vendors are reaping a rich 
harvest. However, a medical’ friend tells 
me that he finds the best way to avoid 
this disease, as well as the common winter 
cold. is to disinfect the nose, end throat 
night and morning with a simple anti- 
septic, and to get as much fresh air and 
exercise as possible.

The “ Marathon ’’ vigils of the Warren- 
point Council remind me = tat this 
method of reaching decisions by endurance 
tests has a particularly Irish flavour.

are gone. The theory is that a man who has 
read for the Honours School is trained ment- 
ally to such a pitch’that ne will be able to 
turn his hand to any job, and do it better 
than the man who has had no such training. 

The practical difficulty is that he has to 
spend .a further long period of training be- 
jore he can do the job at all, and the result 
is that when he starts earning he is three 
or four years behind his contemporaries who 
have not been to a University.

OPPOSITION DEPUTIES BOOHED. 

As the deputies and other members of the 
congregation were leaving a crowd in the 
street surged towards the Pro-Cathedral rail. 
ings, and the Civic Guards who were on duty 
would have been unable to keep them back 
but for the action of a number of men who 
got in front of the crowd and joined hands. 

As Mr. W. T. Cosgrave descended the 
steps towards his car, he was hailed with 
hostile cries, which were kept up vigorously 
until he drove out of hearing. There was also 
some cheering, but the hostile cries almost 
drowned them. Mr. Cosgrave, who was wear- 
ing morning dress and a tall hat, smiled at 
friends and opponents alike. 

Mr. Alfred Byrne (Lord Mayor of Dublin), 
when leaving, was subjected to even 
more pronounced hostility, some of the 
rougher elements in the crowd = shout- 
ing names at him at the top of their 
voices. The Lord Mayor smiled and waved 
his hand, apparently unperturbed by the 
demonstration. Mr. James I. McGuire was 
also singled out for hostility, apparently 
because he wore a tall hat. It would seem 
that the wearing of a hat of this kind was 
regarded by the crowd as something to be 
denounced with vigour. 

It was a most unedifying spectacle. 

Meanwhile, President de Valera and his 
Ministers were presented to the Archbishop 
in the presbytery. While some of the crowd 
was venting its spleen in jeers and boohs, 
alternating them with cheers for Government 
deputies, President de Valera slipped out of 
the presbytery and, with other Ministers, 
drove away quietly. Most of the crowd, who 
expected to see him leave by the Pro 
Cathedral steps, were disappointed when they 
learned that he had driven away unknown 
to them,

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DUBLIN 
IAN'S 
ADVENTURE. 


(By a Speciat CoRRESPONDENT.) 
Ta is the story of a man, a girl and a 


motor car. 

Mr. Charles E. Warner was born in 
Dublin. and, after spending some years in 
the city, he decided to see what America 
could offer an adventurous spirit. . Hé first 
erossed the Atlantic in 1905 in the s.s. Cam- 

nia. Last week he returned to Dublin on 
is sixty-second crossing of the ocean. 

In the United States Mr. Warner repre- 
sents Messrs, Richard Atkinson and Com- 
any, the Irish poplin manufacturers, and 
ast vear, in view of the depression in 
America, he. decided to adopt a novel 
method of salesmanship. 

Purchasing a two-seater car, he set out 
with his twenty-years-old daughter, Barbara, 
to cross. the American Continent from. the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. Their equipment 
when leaving New York consisted of eight 
suit-cases (containing poplin manufactures 
and other saleable articles of men’s wear). 
two tents, two mattresses. four blankets, 
pots and pans, a shovel, a ukelele, and seven 
dollars, 

The usual European commercial traveller in 
America has the reputation of being rather 
“ tourist.”’ in his manners and dress, but the 
Warner ‘expedition appealed to the American 
sense of humour. Sleeping in their tents and 
cooking meals in “ billy ’’ cans, Mr. Warner 
and his daughter took sixty-eight days to 
travel 9,400 miles, doing very good business 
on the way, he told me. 

Their travels took them through twenty- 
six States, and the longest run made was 
556 miles. On one occasion they were driv- 
ing for twenty-three hours without a stop, ex- 
rept for meals cooked by the wayside and 
ithe purchasing of petrol. 


ELASTIC DOLLARS. 

Having only seven dollars at the start of 
their journey, they had to revert to the sys 
tem of barter when they needed food, petrol 
or other necessities; and Mr. Warner re- 
merked that the usual rate of exchange was 
a man’s pullover and a pair of golf hose for 
a new tyre. It became quite the usual thing 
to walk into a café and trade a tie or two 
for sausage-rolis) and coffee; ‘“‘and we 
thoroughly enjoyéd it,”’ he added.

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WORK OF BRITISH 
LEGION. 


TWELFTH ANNUAL 
REPORT. 


No fewer than 26,149 men were. found 
employment in Great Britain and Ireland 
through the British Legion last year, includ- 
ing a number of men who carry disability as 
a result of war wounds. 

This fact is contained in the twelfth annua! 
report of the Legion, which is issued with an 
audited statement of accounts for the year 
ending September 30, 1932. ‘he organisation 
had then 3,865 active branches, which is an 
increase of 150 over the previous year. 

Of this total 119 branches were in the Free 
State and 74 in Northern Ireland. 

In regard to the toll taken by the economic 
depression of ex-Service men and their 
dependents. it is stated that there has been 
ne falling-off in the administration of relief 
in kind, and for this purpose 3,550 voluntary 
relief committees were at work during the 
year. 

The report deals fully with the administra 
tion of moneys contributed by the public on 
Poppy Day for the relief of distressed ex 
Service men and their dependents. and shows 
that the collection for Poppy Day in 1931 
jexcluding Scotland) amounted to £487,005.:

WATERFORD HOUSING 
COMPLAINTS. 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
WATERFORD, Wednesday. 


Remarkable revelations concerning housing 
conditions in Waterford were made at a 
meeting of the Wate.ford Workers’ Council, 
when a deputation representing the tenants 
at Canon street complained that the roofs 
of their houses were leaking, the windows 
and doors were kept together with pieces of 
tin and boards, and the floors were of red 
clay. 
it was stated that in oné house a man, his 
wife and eleven children had to sleep in a 
room which was only seven feet square. No 
sanitary arrangements existed in any of the 
houses. Houses had been condemned by the 
city health officer, and the Corporation had 
served final notices on three occasions last 
no in respect of them, but nothing had yet 

en done. 

in asking the Council to take the matter 
up with the Corporation, the deputation 
attributed a number of deaths which had 
occurred to the deplorable conditions under 
which people had to live, and expressed fears 
for the health of themselves and their 


families if the conditions were not promptly 


remedied, 

Mr. D. Foley (president) said that more 
attention appeared to be paid to animals than 
to human beings. Receutly he saw stables in 
which hunters had even special heating 
arrangements; but, apparently, poor people 
were compelled to live in houses which were 
evidently not even shelters. 

Another member of the Council, Mr. F. 


‘Edwards, commented on the fact that a home 


for stray cats was being provided in ‘the 
country instead of wenn money on the 
provision of houses. As a teacher, he 
noticed that children badly housed were not 
able to keep pace with their better-off school- 
mates in their studies. 

Uther delegates expressed 
shocked at the revelations, and the Council 
decided to take up the matter with the Cor- 
poration at once.

Mr. Michael Grogan, a merchant and 
licensed trader in Castlerea, said that he was 
elected a member of the Roscommon County 
Council in 1899, and was still a member of 
that body.

attacked. in the oscommon Herald for 
extravagance, but he did not pay much heed 
to the attacks at the time. There was no 
foundation for the charges iu the letters which 
appeared in that paper. It was he. who 


When he 
read the “Slippery Mick ” letter it conveyed 
| to him the impression that the plaintiff voted 
for the Galway Harbour proposal because of 
some expectation of personal gain for himself. 
He, however, knew that Mr, O’Braondin: was 
aveapable and honest chairman: He con- 
sidered that the letter was.a reflection on Mr.

Did you ever hear Mr. O’Braondin alluded 
to as ' Slippery Mick '” before?—No.

In cross.examination by the Attorney-

on account of bribery. That is so, doctor ?”’ 
Dr. McDonnell—Yes; the btibery was for 
oe sums of money for votes. 

eplying to Mr. O'Connor, the witness said 
that he had heard read in court the ‘‘ Slippery 
Mick “ letter, and it would lead one to under- 
stand that Mr. O Braondin was corrupt in 
his public work, and that the letter was 
intended to put him out .of public life and 
gi him in his social position. 

Svidence having been given in reference to 
minutes of County Council meetings, the case 
for the plaintiff closed. 


GALWAY PROJECT. 
The Attorney-General, on behalf of the 
defendants, asked for a direction to the jury 
on the ground that it. had not been proved 
that Mr. Tully was the editor, and that he 
and his sister were the. directors of the 
company, which, in this instance, was being 
sued. 
Mr. O'Connor said that they had evidence 
of the incorporation of the company, and of 
Mr. Joseph Tully and his sister being the 
directors. 
Mr. Justice Hanna said that he would re- 
serve hig decision on this point. 
Opening- the case -foe the defendants, the 
Attorney-General said that the plaintiff was 
the sow of a farmer in County Roscommon, 
and had risen from a humble position to one 
of considerable: prominence in the public life 
of the country. For a number of years he 
had taken a leading part in lo¢al and national 
‘affairs. 
In a libel action men of common-sense 
would ask that public men should be pre- 
pared to bear criticistiy, and should not have 
skins as sensitive as ordinary individuals 
possessed. The oscommon Hérald was an 
ably-conducted paper and gave .the public 
what they wanted, Mr. Tully was a better- 
known man than a great many men in the 
country. In his early career, Mr, O Braonáin 
was ready to welcome the support of the 
paper, and found the editor a most useful 
ally. In 1927 he was a candidate before a 
convention, and, when he was not adopted, he 
used strong janguage in criticism of the 
assembly, _ descri ing the proceedings as 
‘* barefaced riggery.’ 
In connection with the Galway project, the 
County Councillors did not endeavour to. in- 
vestigate the proposition, That was a matter 
of some importance to the ratepeyers, and a 
number of letters, on the expense of the 
roject appeared in the Moscommon Herald. 
n securing the Guarantee Loan from the 
Roscommon. County Council, counsel thought 
that the deputation from Galway deserved,

Gold in Kenya. 


Yesterday, by 208 votes to 57, the 
House of Commons approved _ the 
Kenya Government’s action in regard to 
the newly-discovered goldfields in that 
colony. Some months ago valuable gold 
deposits were found in the territory of 
the Kakamega natives, and a problem of 
unusual. difficulty arose af once. Gold is 
fan urgent need of the civilised Powers; 
it has 19 earthly use, save as ornament, 
for the African native. Circumstances 
would suggest, therefore, that the British 
Government, acting through the Kenya 
Government, should take over the fields, 
and should work them for itself, or, at 
least, should «permit the influx of 
prospectors, whose labours would bring 
the gold into circulation, There was, 
however, a legislative lion in the way. 
The goldfield lay definitely in a native 
reserve, and it happens that only two 
years ago a Native Lands Trust Act was 
passed to govern and define the rights of 
the Kenya natives within their own 
reserves. The Act expressly declared 
that any native whose land should be 
tuken from him by the Government must 
be provided with land of equal area and 
value elsewhere. Evidently the Govern- 
ment had not contemplated such an issue 
as the discovery of gold. It is one thing 
to unhouse a single native family and to 
give it a holding in adjacent territory ; 
but the problem becomes more complicated 
when several hundreds of families are 
concerned. 

The Kenya Government appears to have 
behaved as wisely as it could behave in 
the circumstances. In the first place, st 
decided that the field must be worked. 
This step involves the removal of a 
few hundred natives. If they are no 
receive alternative land elsewhere, they 
must be transplanted at least fifty 
miles from their homes; for no nearer 
land is available. The Government 
proposes, therefore, to give them—or 
such of them as are unwilling to leave 
their homes so far behind them—com-

spirits reside in it, and it acquires thereby 
a special value, almost sacred in its 
quality. Any attempt, therefore, to dis- 
possess him, however he may be com. 
pénsated, must be objectionable; and the 
Government, although it has elected to 
work the land, is perturbed sorely by this" 
problem. Its present solution is, admittedly, 
an expedient for the moment. Sooner or 
later the whole question, in which 
Britain’s pledge and the native’s rights 
will join issue with the world’s need ol 
gold, must be faced. At any time a new 
“strike ’’ of gold may be found, and a 
hundred thousand 
affected. 

In the next place, the Government was 
obliged to ensure that the fields would be 
worked with the least damage to the com- 
munity. As a rule, the. discovery of gold is 
rgilowed by a rush of prospectors which 
does material and moral harm not only to 
the area under operation, but to a wide 
surrounding district. In its dealings with 
natives, the British Government, like all 
other Governments which have colonial 


natives may be 


great care. A white man of bad character 
and conduct is a terribly dangerous 
example to the black; and a community 
of such men easily may imperil the whole 
white administration. The Kenya Govern- 
ment has been forced for the common good 
to control the entry of prospectors. It 
requires that all new immigrants to the 
colony, who are not coming to a definite, 
permanent position, must deposit a sum 
of £50; and; before any prospector is per- 
mitted to seek minerals on a native reserve, 
he must deposit a further sum of £25. The 
Government is ready at any time to cancel 
the permit of a prospector whose example 
is likely to react on the good reputation 
of the white man in general. If this ctrict- 
ness is maintained, a potential evil of the 
goldfield will be kept in check, and the 
Government will be unhampered in its 
efforts to solve the native question once 


I and for all. If it could induce the native 


to change his conception of land owner- 
ship, alternative holdings could be found 


| for every disposséssed family; but the 


task of persuasion will not be easy. 


Losses of Trade. 


The proceedings at yesterday’s meeting 
of the Dundalk Harbour Commissioners 
furnish a useful, if depressing, com- 
mentary on the present condition of Free 
State trade.

Formerly thousands 
of head of cattle, sheep and pigs were 
exported every week from its harbour, and 
the town did a thriving business. During 
the last seven months not a single beast 
has been shipped from the port. .

Britain’s 
tariffs against Free State produce of all 
kinds are killing the country’s trade, and, 
if they are maintained for another six 
months, the Free State will be forced to 


munity. Every industry in the Irish Free 
State—whether it be Carlow sugar, Cork 
motor ¢ars or Ringsend bottles—must be 
supported in the long run by the working 
farmer. His money pays for everything, 
and he derives his income mainly from 
the sale of his live-stock and other produce 
to Great Britain. There is no other way. 
He cannot sell his whole output to his 
neighbours, because they, too, are pro- 
ducing the same commodities in larger 
quantities than they can consume. Con- 
sequently, he is thrown back inevitably 
upon his export trade, and, now that 
it has disappeared, he is withdut his chief 
means of support. Farmers may have lost 
sight of these facts during the shouting 
and tumult of the general election; but, 
now that the captains and the kings of 
the hustings have departed, that the 
torch-light processions and the victory 
demonstrations have come to an end, it is 
time that stock should be taken.

The Longest Flight. 


With characteristic thoroughness and 
quietness the Royal Air Force has 
achieved another triumph.- There was no 
gathering of newspaper cameras when 
the great Fairey monoplane left Cranwell, 
on Monday morning, to attempt the long- 
distance flight “ record,” but the prepara- 
tions had been patient and exact. Every 
emergency had been anticipated, and the 
_pilots—Squadron-Leader O. R. Gayford 
and Flight-Lieutenant G. E. Nicholetts— 
had been chosen with a special scruple 
from the world’s corps d’élite of airmen. 
Their task was to beat the “ record ” of 
5.012 miles which had been established by 
the American pilots, Messrs. Boardman 
and Polando, in the flight from New York 
to Constantinople; and their route lay 
between Lincolnshire and Cape Town. 
Perhaps, the most anxious moments of the 
adventure were the very first, when the 
great machine lifted its four tons of petrol 
slowly into the air. Thereafter the long 
journey was made smoothly and with 
punctual precision to its plan. Europe was 
left . behind; the Mediterranean was 
crossed from Marseilles; the Mountains 
of the Moon, which had proved fatal to a 
former Air Force errand, were scaled with- 
out mischance ; and, after the crossing of 
the Sahara, the last lap, down the West 
coast of Africa, began. Yesterday morning, 
at Zesfontein, the American “' record ”’ 
was beaten, and, in the afternoon, the 
monoplane alighted at Walvis Bay, having 
covered, ‘‘ with one waft of the wing, a 
distance of 5,340 miles. The pilots had 
hoped to reach Cape Town (6,198 miles), 
but baffling winds had hampered them in 
Nigeria, and dwindling petrol enforced 
the need of a daylight landing. Their 
long journey was made in fifty-seven and 
a hali hours, at an average speed of 93.5 
miles an hour. The two young men have 
done their job. They will be content with 
the Air Ministry’s sober praise, and with 
the assurance that they have made impor- 
tant additions to technical knowledge. In- 
cidentally, they have achieved a splendid 
feat of skill and endurance, and have en- 
hanced the unrivalled prestige ole the 
Royal Air Force. To-day British airman- 
ship holds the three premier “ records ”’ 
—for the fastest, the highest and the 
longest flights.

British Films. 


Out of 2,188 film subjects submitted to 
the Board of Censors of the Province of 
Ontario in the year ended last October 35 
were produced in Great Britain—an in- 
crease of nine on the previous year’s figure. 
The proportion, on the surface, must be 
discouraging to the British film producers. 
Its scantiness is due largely to the fact 
that very few picture houses in Canada are 
free to show the films that they desire. 
Many of them belong to “ chains ” con- 
trolled by the film interests of the United 
States, and these ‘‘ tied houses ’’ naturally 
refuse to accept anything but the work of 
their owners. We must not forget, too, 
that, although Britain’s activity in this 
matter is increasing, not all of her 
productions reach the average American 
level. Yet the report of the Ontario 
censors extends some hope to. the 
British producers. ‘‘ The reception given 
to these British films,” it says, “ abund- 
antly demonstrated that the public 
welcome opportunities to see films made 
in accordance with British standards and 
against a background of British custom 
and tradition.’ Evidently the producers 
have realised this swing in their favour ; 
for Elstree is devoting itself to an effort to 
meet the Canadian demand. The hope is 
that in the present year the quota of 
British films in the Dominion will be 
doubled. If the British producers succeed, 
and if the Canadian demand lasts, they 
will perform a signal service not only to 
themselves, but to the Empire. Canada is 
torn between two influences of the kind 
known as ‘‘cultural’’—the influence of 
Britain and that of the United States. 
The films well may be a determining factor 
of the direction which Canadian civilisa- 
tion will take. A constant supply of good 
British films will do a great deal to 
strengthen the imperial bond.

MORE CONSULTATIONS 
WITH AMBASSADOR, 


Sir Ronald Lindsay, the British Am- 
bassador to the United States, again spent 
two hours 
yesterday discussing ‘the question of the 
American debt, 

There will be further meetings of the 
Committee with Sir Ronald Lindsay this 
afternoon and on Monday next. 

No decisions have been reached by 
Ministers about the arrangements for the 
forthcoming negotiations with the United 
States. 

The suggestion that Great’ Britain 
should wipe off her War debt obligations 
to the United States by a cash settlement 
of between 1,250,000,000 and 2,000,000,000 
dollars has excited much interest in 
Washington, says Reuter’s Correspondent. 

Senator Borah, Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, declared to- 
day, however, that he would throw all his 
influence against any lump sum settlement 
which did not also embrace trade con- 
cessions. He was “ not interested in any 
plan that did not include the adjustment 
of the currency question and certain other 
problems which stand in the way of open- 
ing up the world markets and restoring 
trade and commerce.’’

M R. DONNER (Conservative member for

Government’s policy in safeguarding the in- 
terests of the native population in Kenya, 
whilst at the same time taking measures for 
the development of the voldfields in. the 
Kavirondo area He denied that the rights 
of the native population had been in any way 
sacrificed under British rule. The discovery 
of gold in Kenya, he said, was of the utmost 
importance, and it was essential that the 
precious metal should be prospected for and 
worked. This could be done without instilling 
into the minds of the natives any doubts as 
to the absolute impartiality and justice of our 
Colonial administration. . 

Sir John Sandeman Allen, in seconding the 
motion, said that persons who made allega- 
tions against those responsible for Govern- 
ment in Kenya did so without any real know- 
ledge of the facts of the case. There was a 
great deal of foolish talk about the natives, 
who were really quite happy, and to whom 
employment in the goldfields would be a 
periect God-send. 

Mr. Lunn (Labour, Rothwell) declared that 
what was being done in Kenya’ was 
tantamount to a repudiation of all 
our declarations with regard to East 
Africa. The pledged word of Great 
Britain was being broken, and millions ef 
natives in all parts of the Empire would no 
longer trust us. Now that gold had been 
discovered, prospectors were coming into 
Kenya: from everywhere and tearing up land 
belonging to the natives. 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister intervenéd to say 
that there had been no large influx from out- | 
side. 

Mr l.unn, continuing, said that if gold was | 
found in paying’ quantities Kenya would be | 
fooded with people, and tribal rights in.

It had been estimated that only one and 
a half square miles of the native reserve, 
out of a total of 7,000 square miles, would | 
be required, and that it-was merely a ques- 
tion of moving 300 natives at the outside. 
What the native wanted was to be allowed to 
go on working as near as possible where 
he was to-day, and where, for the first time, 
he had a remunerative market for his pro- 
duce and a better chance of employment. 
He denied that the individual native was 
being unfairly dealt with, and he asked the 
House to endorse the action of the Kenya 
fJovernment as wise, just and practical. 

Sir Herbert Samuel said that the mistake 
which the Government had made was in not 
adhering to the Ordinance of 1930, which 
declared that no land should be taken away 
from the natives without an _ equivalent 
amount of land being given in exchange, and 
that, after due notice had been given to the 
native Councils. The gravamen of the charge 
against the Government was that the Amend- 
ing Ordinance did not fulfil those conditions, 
and that quite accounted for the strong feel- 
ing which had been aroused on the matter, 

The motion was carried by 208 votes to 57.

The boom in Gold Mining Shares 1s 
pursuing its course on the Stock Exchange, 
though it is not expected to last much 
longer. The City is speculating on the 
next venture, and hopes that Industrials 
may receive more attention. It is true that 
there is some little demand for leading 
varieties, but it is generally conceded that 
there must be a real stimulation in trade 
activities before the Industrial market, as 
a whole, can be expected to burst into 


life. There is definite opinion in the City 


of London that the Government nrust con- 
centrate its attention almost completely 
on conditions of trade and unemployment. 
At present the pace is much too slow, in 
view of the ever increasing number of un- 
employed. A few weeks ago the industrial 
outlook appeared to be more promising 
thay it had been for some time, but now 
it will take much to remove the gloom 
settling on some quarters in the City. 


An Imperial Money Policy. 


A memorandum which has been drawn 
up for publication, setting out the Federa- 
British Industries’ views upon 
monetary policy, of which a copy is being 
Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, was issued to-day. The 
Federation holds that no steps should seo 
taken to return to the gold standard—at 
any rate, until there is full assurance both 
that it will serve the industrial needs «tf 
Great Britain and the Empire, and that 
its rules will be observed by other 
countries of the world. Our immediate 
effort should be directed to building up a 
British system based primarily on the 
Empire, and secondly on such other 
countries as desire to come into some 
system related to sterling, in the hope 
that this may provide a reasonable 
measure of stability and prosperity for 
Great’ Britain and the Empire, and in due 
course may form the nucleus of a new 
world financial system. Every oppor- 
tunity cught to be taken to bring about 
the maximum of mutual understanding 
with the Dominions—not, however, based 
on rigid agreements or ambitious 
machinery—for the adoption of a common 
Emprie financial and industrial policy, 
so designed as to facilitate the admission 
of other countries willing and able to co- 
operate with a sterling group. The 
question of a possible universal monetary 
understanding might be left to be setthed 
at a later date, if, and when, monetary 
internationalism again becomes a prac- 
tical matter. 


Rail and Road. 


The decision of the London, Midland 
and Scottish Railway not to pay a divi- 
dend on its Ordinary Stock or on its Four 
per Cent. (1923) Preference Stock came 
as a great shock to-day, although the 
announcement was expected owing to the 
heavy decrease in traffic last year. The 
occasion is historic in the annals of 
British railway development, since it 1s 
the first time since the grouping of the 
railways under the Act of 1921 when such 
a course has been adopted. In the absence 
of a dividend on the Ordinary Stock, the 
whole of the company’s prior charges may 
drop out of the trustee list, though this is 
not certain. This result, however, is not 
likely to have much effect on prices.

DEFAULT. 


AMOUNT WITHHELD 
FROM ENGLAND.

A bill 
which he has introduced in the House of 
Lords would make liable to a fine. not 
exceeding £2—or, for subsequent offences, 
a fine not exceeding £5—any person who 
takes alive and keeps in a cage or other 
receptacle, or who sells or offers for sale, 
any bird in a list which appears in a 
schedule of the bill. The list contains 
sixty-one distinct varieties, and includes 
blackbirds, finches, jays, larks, linnets, 
nightingales, robins, sparrows, starlings, 
swallows, thrushes, tits and wrens. The 
prohibition does not apply to a zoological 
society. ;

Royal’ Air Force non-stop flight from 
England to Cape Town, when the fliers 
were only 850 miles from their destination. 
They landed here at 4.40 p.m. 

Nevertheless, Great Britain thereby won 
the world's non-stop long-distance “' re- 
cord,” having beaten the distance flown 
by Boardman and Polando, the Americans, 
5,012 miles, by 528 miles. Their average 
speed was 93.5 m.p.h. 

The giant Fairey-Napier monoplane, 
which left Cranwell aerodrome, Lincoln- 
shire, at 7.12 a.m. on Monday, had been 
in the air for 57 hours 25 minutes, and 
made a perfect landing in the teeth of a 
south-west wind. 
When Squadron-Leader D. R. Gayford 
and Flight-Lieutenant G. E. Nocholetts 
clambered out of their machine in clean 
flying suits and freshly shaven, they 
showed remarkably few signs of their long 
sleepless vigil. Explaining why they had 
been obliged to come down, they said that 
the strong head winds encountered had 
reduced. the normal flying range of the 
machine. 


OBJECTIVE ACHIEVED, 


The fliers had enough petrol for sixty 
hours’ flying, and could have continued 
for some considerable distance. but it was 


light, and the next landing place, Port 
Nolluth, could not have been reached be- 
fore dark. 
They gained their main cbjective, which 
was to reach British South-West Africa 
or the Union of South Africa. They were 
authorised to make Cape Town if at all 
possible, but it was recognised from the 
start that this could not be done unless 
they met throughout with the most favour. 
able flying conditions, 
They encountered bad weather, however, 
on TueSday while over Nigeria, running 
into harmattan haze, with adverse winds. 
This necessitated a detour, and actually 
had to fly much farther than the 
"record ’’ shows, 
The automatic contro] became unservice- 
able during bad weather, and was of no 
further use for the remainder of the flight. 
Leaving Cranwell in the.cold dawn of a 
February morning, the fliers were soon 
sweltering under tropical heat, and landed 
only two and a half days later in pleasant 
South African sunshine. As they sped 
over mountain and valley, lake and desert, 
they kept the Air Ministry constantly 
informed of their progress. When they 
had broken the “record” the Air 
Ministry issued the following  state- 
ment :— 
“ High praise is due to these officers for 
| their piloting and navigation, and also to 
the makers of the aircraft engitied and 
instruments for their share in the achieve- 
ment, 


ALL THREE “ RECORDS.” 


“The primary object of the Royal Air 
Force in organising this flight was to gain 
technical information and experience 
which would be of value in determining 
the type of service aircraft best fitted for 
reinforcing air units in distant parts of 
the Empire without intermediate landings. 
The data obtained from the flight will he 
of considerable value in this respect. 
“The capture of the long-distance 
' record means that Great Bitain now 
holds the three world’s main aviation 
records—namely, speed, altitude and 
distance. The first was established im 
1931 by Flight-Lieutenant G. H. Stain- 
forth, A.F.C., R.A.F., with a speed ofl 
407.5 miles an hour, and the second last 
year by Captain C. F. Uwins, R.A.F., with 
an altitude of 43,976 feet. 
These ‘ records’ collectively illustrate 
the outstahding merits of British aircra‘t 
engines and equipment. 
‘ Territories in which the Royal Air 
Force may be called upon to operate at 
short notice lie in so many parts of the 
world that it is impossible to station in 
each permanent air garrisons which shall 
be adequate to deal with all circumstances 
which can arise.

AND TAKES FIRE.

THE BURNING MACHINE. 


The machine was on a flight from the 
aerodrome, which is situated in open un- 
dulating country, and it crashed at about 
8.30 a.m. At the time there was a fairly 
heavy ground mist, and the machine was 
flying very low. 
When Hipwell brought the news of the 
accident to the farm workers they hastened 
to the scene, but. it was impossible for 
them to get near the machine, flames from 
which were leaping to a great height. 
The bodies of the four airmen were not 
recovered until the flames had almost died 
out, and only the framework of the bomber 
remained. They were taken to the 
Boscombe Down aerodrome. 
The aeroplane crashed at a lonely spot 
on land farmed by Mr. Arthur Hosier, 
of Wexcombe, and the story of incidents 
before and after the accident was told 
to a reporter by two cowmen employed by 
Mr. Hosier—Stanley Gilbert and Ronald 
Cox.

LOW.”’ 


‘“T had just finished milking my cows,” 
said Gilbert, ‘‘ and had noticed that the 
mist was particularly bad. There was 
visibility for a distance of only about 
thirty or forty yards. I heard the roar 
of the bomber’s engines some time before 
it came into view. The machine seemed 
to be behaving quite well, but it was 
dangerously low. I thought the pilot was 
either trying to fly under the mist or was 
seeking a landing ground. 
““ He missed my milking bell (similar to 
a shéd on wheels) by a few inches; and 
both Cox and I shouted with fright. A 
second or two later and the ’plane had 
disappeared into the mist. I turned to my 
‘pal,’ and was just remarking on the 
narrow shave which we had, when we 
heard a heavy thud, and then an ex- 
losion. We guessed that something had 
garment" to the machine:

OUT OF THE MIST. 
Gilbert described how Hipwell came 
out of the mist to acquaint them of the 
accident. 
‘He seemed dazed. He said: ' Come 
quickly, for God’s sake. There are four 
men left in the machine.’’ He pointed to 
where we could now see flames leaping 
high into the air.” 

Cox said that as they were going to the 
scene Hipwell said: '“ What have we 
hit?” : E 

“We gathered,” said Cox, that he 
was in the tail of the machine, which had 
snapped off when the machine hit the tree, 
and had thus escaped. It was impossible 
to approach the blazing aeroplane. It 
was like an inferno, and, although he was 
still dazed, Hipwell asked us to get him 
to the nearest telephone. 

“We took him in a milk cart to Mr 
Hosier’s house. He did not say anything 
on tlh» way. His mind seemed to be a 


blank. 


TREE TOP CUT AWAY. 

“ After he had telephoned to the aero- 
drome he insisted on going back to the 
scene of the accident. When we returned 
the ‘plane was almost completely burned 
out. Nothing but the framework remained, 
and we could see the bodies of the poor 
fellows who had lost their lives. 

“Two of them were together in the 
middle of the fuselage, but the other two 
could only just be seen. They seemed to 
be under the engine. The aeroplane must 
have carried on twenty or thirty yards 
after hitting the tree, the top of which 
had been completely broken off.’ 

Mr. Eric Lancaster, of the George 
Hotel, Amesbury, told a reporter: “ Visi- 
bility was very bad, due to a fairly heavy 
ground mist, and the machine was flying 
low. Suddenly it seemed to drop. It 
struck a tree on the side of a slope a 
hundred yards from the main road near 
Tidworth, and crashed in a field. Before 
help could reach the trapped occupants 
it burst into flames.’’

The Minister said he would do every- 
thing humanly possible to restore’ the 
position previously in existence, even to 
the extent of introducing legislation. The 
matter, he added, would have his imme- 
diate attention.
